Heap QuARTERS, DEPART’T OF ORIGON, 
Fort Vancouver, W. T., Aug.6, 1859. 


His Excellency James Douglass, C. B., Gov- 
ernor of Vancouver's Island, Vice Admiral 
of the same, &c. 


Sir: I have the bonor to inform you of the 
receipt of an official copy of a protest made 
by you to the occupation of San Juan Island 
in Puget Sound, by a company of U. States 
troops under ny command. 

This aforesaid copy was furnished by Capt. 
Hornby of Her Majesty’s ship 
the United States officer in command at San | 
Juan Island, Capt. George Pickett of the Yth 
Infantry of the American army; together 
with a communication threatening a joint 
occupation of San Juan Island by the forces 
of Her Majesty’s ships Tribune, Plumper and 
Satellite, now in the Harbor of that Island by 
your orders. 

As the military commander of the Depart- 
ment of Oregon, assigned to that command 
by the orders of the President of the United 
States, I have the honor to state for your in- 
formation, that by such authority vested in 
me placed a military command upon the} 
Island of San Juan to protect the American, 
citizens residing on that island from the in- 
sults and indignities which the British au- 
thorities of Vancouver’s Island and the es- 
tablishment of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
have recently offeredithem, by sending a Brit- 
ish ship of war from Vancouver’s Island to 
convey the Chief Factor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company to San Juan, for the purpose of 
seizing an American citizen and forcibly 
transporting him to Vancouver’s Island to 
be tried by British laws. 

I have reported this ene outrage to 
my government, and they will doubtless seek 
the proper redress from the British govern- 
ment. Inthe mean time I have the honorto 
inform your Excellency, I shall not permit a 
repetition of that insult, and shall retain a 
command on San Juan Island, to protect its 
citizens in the name of the United States, un- 


ment.

Juan Island, Capt. George Pickett of the 
Infantry of the American army; together 
with a communication threatening a joint 
occupation of San Juan Island by the forces 
of Her Majesty’s 4 Tribune, Plumper and 
Satellite, now in the Harbor of that Island by 
your orders. 

As the military commander of the Depart- 
ment of Oregon, assigned to that command 
by the orders of the President of the United 
States, I have the honor to state for your in- 
formation, that by such authority vested in 
mel placed a military command upon the 
Isjand of San Juan to protect the American 
citizens residing on that island from the in-

Distressing Calamity at Hobo- 
em. 


Destruction of the Harmonia, Hotel by 
fire—Suffocation of one of the proprie- 
tors and his Three Daughters— UCoro- 
ner’s Inquest, &c., Se. 

One of the most distressing occur- 
rences we have had to record tor some 
time, transpired about 3 o’clock yester- 
day morning in the quiet city of Hobo- 
ken, in the destruction of the well-known 
Harmonia Hotel, on Hudson st., and 
the suffocation of Mr. Charles Baese, 
the senior propritor, and three of his 
daughters, Anna Theodora, Claya and 
Sophia. Jt appears from the evidence 
of Ferdinand Knapp, the junior part- 
ner before the Coroner’s jury, that an un- 
usually hot fire was kept burning thro’- 
out the day in the basement, and it is 
supposed to have ignited a pile ofball- 
room benches and tables and so commu- 
nicated fire to the building.

remain. Mrs. Baese is uninjured; but 
her nervous system is so shattered that 
she 1s unable to converse with any one.

Henry Crayon Wa. H. 
The following opinion of Henry Clay will 
be of interest to old line Whigs, and may 
show why Sewardism is shifting its foun- 
dations, and why it broke up the old 
Whig party.
